SUBORDINATE CLAUSES . 


The clauses studied so far (noun, adjectival and advor- 
bial) are called subordinate clauses, because their senso is 
поб complete. А clauso, tho sonso of which is complete, is 
known as a main clause or principal clause. The sub- 
ordinate clause depends, for the completion of its sense, on a 
word or words in the main clause. 


COMPLEX AND COMPOUND SENTENCES 


А simple sentonce isa main clauso by itself. If one or 
moro subordinate clauses are added to it, it becomes a complex 


sentence. Note that Шеке can be only one main clause © 


in a complex sentence, while there can be any 
number of subordinate clauses in it. If there aro two 
main clauses in a sentence, it is called a double sentence; if 
there are more than two main clauses in a sentence, it is 
called a multiple sentence. The main clauses in the double 


and multiple sentences are of equal rank. They are not 


dependent on ono another. So, they аге called co-ordinate. aie 


clauses,  . : 
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CAUTION :— 


You should not presume that a clause must be of & parti- 
cular typo because of the word which introduces the clause, 
The nature of a clause does not depend on the intro- 
ducing word but on the work it (the clause) does in a 
sentence. . 

The same introducing word, as shown below, may begin a 
noun, adjectival or adverbial clause, according to its work in 
the sentence, $

ANALYSIS OF COMPLEX SENTENCES 


A complex sentence consists of a main clause and one or 
more subordinate clauses. Tho subordinate clauses depend 
for the completion of their sense, on a word or words in the 
‚ main clause or in another subordinate clause. Subordinate 
clauses are of three kinds, vèz., noun, adjectival: or adverbial. 
In analysing a complex sentence, we have fo identify the 
clauses and find out how they are related. s
